Washington, D. C., April 18.—[Spe- 
cial.]}—No proofs of the charges made 
in the Plate Printer, the official or- 
gan of the Plate Printers’ union, that 
the country is flooded with millions of 
counterfeit notes, stamps and war 
bonds, was forthcoming today. Frank 
J. Coleman, editor of the Plate Prin 
said, however, that a letter was ng 
prepared in reply to Secretary Melion’s 
demand that the evidence on which the 
charge was based be produced at once, 
and that it would be sent to the sec-, 
retary tomorrow morning. 

Rumors that the era of reform in the 
bureau of engraving and printing had 
been ushered in with the. scrapping 
today of the electrolytic process, which, 
together with certain other methods 
installed by former Director Wilmeth, 
is frowned upon by the plate printers, 
was denied today by Director Hill. 

“The process is still in operation,” 
Mr. Hill said. “ Whether it will be 
continued or not is a matter which will 
be decided later. It has not been abol- 
ished yet.” 


Printers Oppose New Methods. 


The recent shakeup in the bureau 
has served to call attention to the fact 
that the installation of new methods 
and improved machinery has been con- 
tinuously opposed by the plate printers 
and consistently retarded by specific 
legislation enacted by’ congress ever 
since 1886.

It 


will mean a long and bitter battle, ‘Probably it is 


too late to expect tha. the resultant amendments 

will alter the bill into a measure for the protec- 

tion of American industry and prosperity as a 

whole rather than the protection of ill conceived 
afd poorly founded individual enterprises. But 

to. whatever extent the debate changes the Dill 

toward that end ft will be profitable. 

As it stands now the bill may please a hundred 
thousand individuals, each for a separate reason, 
while it displeases ninety-nine thousand for the 
very reasons that it pleases the others; and at the 
game time works to the general disadvantage of; 
the vast majority of citizens who do not consider 
themselves directly involved. 
For instance, B. C. Marsh, managing dir@ctor 
of the Farmers’ National council, says it is the 
worst of many gold bricks handed farmers by the 
present administration. He ignores the fact that 
the agrarian bloc was one of the strongest infiu- 
ences in forming the bill. Despite the high duties 
fixed on agricultural products; he says the duties 
are not high enoj¢h compared with other duties 
which “evidently are designed to permit high 
priced manufacturers to continue the same prof- 
iteering they carried on during the war.” Clearly 
it is not the profiteering to which he objects but 
the fact that the farmers are barred from such 
profiteering. 

‘That is the point of view of the. backers of 
almost every high duty schedule in the bill. It is 
the wrong point of view. In evidence of the error 
another critic states that the Americah Woolen 


wool costs growing out of the “ emergency tariff”’ 
advocated by the farmers. Thus the “ protection ”’ 
afforded to the wool grower may be taken away 
from Him. What is even worse, the farmer is in 
danger of sacrificing his foreign market because 
of the tariff. Whatever domestic prices our farm- 
ers will get under the protection of the bill, ap- 
wifoximately one-fourth of their wheat acreage and, 
one-half of their cotton acreage will be made idle 
and worthless if the inability of foreign countries 
to sell their goods in the United States renders 
them unable to buy our wheat and cotton. : 
_ The tariff is no individual question. It is a na- 
tional and international question. Let us hope 
the senate debate turns upon that phase of the 
problem and seeks a solution.

It is a place where the disharmony 
and worry of this lUfe are not and 
where the spirit of a man who died 
as a twisted wreck of manhood at, say, 
$0 years becomes a vigorous being with 
the strength of the 30 year old prime 
of life, and wher a gnarled old woman 
regains the beauty that was hers at 25 


years of age. 


Children who die young in this world 
pass on to the next and grow to ma- 
turity: there, better than here below, 
and their laughter is day long. No 
one who travels into the beyond ever 


— 


wishes for a moment to return to this 
struggling exigtence, . 

Buildings, towns there are there, and 
horses, cows, dogs, and cats—anything 
loved in this early sphere—by a theory 
that smacks of Swedenborg—is car- 
ried by the force of love into the next 
life, or at least to first phase of heaven, 
of which there are several gradations. 

This, at any rate, {s the Paradise of 
the Beyond that Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle, the author, described today to 
several thousand people in Carne 
hall. He took up the religious moa 
of spiritualism in his second lecture on 
the topic he has studied for thirty-six 
years, 

Whatever the mental reservations of 
some of his auditors, as Sir Arthur un- 
folded the after-world pictured to him 
by returned spirits, including his son. 
who once Had seen the. Savior in 
heaven, there came no mitirniur of dis- 
sent. On the contrary, the speaker 
was followed by an attention that was 
marked and, now and then, spontane- 
ous applause broke out. 

At the outset, the tall, chunky Brit:-" 
isher in the double breasted blue serge 
—notes and horn rimmed spectacles in’ 
one hand and the other free for an oc- 
casional gesture—paid his respects to 
clerical criticism of spiritualism. He 


said the New Testarient was “sat- 
urated with spiritualism from cover to 
cover,” saw passages in St. Paul which 
interpreted as having psychic refer- 
ence, and compared the miracle work- 
ing Christ with the struggles of spir- 
itist mediums, conveying an inference 
that the Savior, in human status, rec- 
ognized spiritualism. 

“ As to the time that the spirit, the 
essence of the soul, leaves the dying 
body, this is a matter not precisely de-. 
termined. Sometimes, I believe, and 
experiments have indicated this to bé 
true, the spirit does not immediately 
leave the body. At the instant of death

and right here is where the reward of 
a good life or the punishment of a bad 
one is meted out.

THAT VELOUR TOUCH ON 

LAWN. 

AINS have kept gardeners from 
planting the early vegetable 
seed this spring, but have not 
prevented Chicago’s prize win- 

ning lawn keepers from fertilizing their 
lawns. On some lawns where fertilizer 
has been used the grass has shot up at 
such a rapid rate that one clipping al- 
ready has*been made: It is the care- 
fully fertilized and clipped lawns which 
have that closely matted, Persian rug 
surface after being mowed. 

It takes plant food to produce a 
lawn with a rich dark green color. 
Nitrogen, phosphorus, and potassium 
are the three principal elements, need- 
ed in growing lawns. They come in 
ready mixed preparations. For exam- 
ple, a 6-7-2 fertilizer contains 5 perj 
eent ammonia, 7 per cent nitrogen, 
Lit- 
tle of the latter element is needed on 
the average lawn. A lawn 100 square 
feet in size will need about four or 
five pounds of a 6-8-0 mixture. Seven 
or eight pounds of fine manure prob-| 
ably would be better if the soil is. 
poor. 

After the grass gets a good start 
another light application of the fer- 
tilizer will help in growing a velvety 
turf. This is sprinkled on lightly as 
a top dressing.
